With a son home for the holida ys, 
President Hoover ca ncelled pra cti­ 
ca lly a ll enga gements, including the 
regula r ca binet meeting a nd confer­ 
ence with Wa shington newspa per­ 
men, in order tha t he might be 
free to spend a s much of the da y a s 
possible wdth Mrs. Hoover a nd the 
boy. 
At his order, the depa rtments of 
the government w'ere closed a nd 
thousa nds of federa l w'orkers given 
a n opportunity to

shopping a nd otherwise ma ke rea dy 
for Christma s da y. Mercha nts were 
prepa red for the sea son’s la rgest 
throng of customers a nd the police 
depa rtment, remembering a tra ffic 
ja m tha t tied up the downtown sec­ 
tion for more tha n a n hour la st 
Christma s Eve, a ssumed the a lmost 
Impossible ta sk of 
keeping

dreds of a utomobiles moving in the 
congested shopping district.

LESSEN FIRE DANGER 


The damage by the recent fire to Hos-

THE UNITED STATES IN HAYTI 


Three principal motiv es are concerned 
in the American occupation of Hay ti, the 
foreign policy association say s— humani­ 
tarian materialistic and strategic. 
Said 
Secretary of State Lansing in 19 15; 
“ To terminate the appalling conditions 
of anarchy , 
sav agery 
and 
oppression 
which had been prev alent in Hay ti for de- 


cades, and to undertake the establish­ 
ment of domestic peace in the republic in 
order that the great bulk of the popula­ 
tion, who had been downtrodden by dic­ 
tators and the innocent v ictims of repeat­ 
ed rev olutions, should enjoy a prosperity 
and an economic and industrial dev elop­ 
ment to which ev ery people of an Ameri­ 
can nation 
are 
entitled,” 
the 
United 
States interv ened. 
A second motiv e of the United States 
was to protect and promote American 
economic interests. 
Nearly one-quarter 
of the stock of the National Bank of 
Hay ti was owned by Americans and an 
American had been its manager. Ameri­ 
cans and Englishmen owned the National 
railway . 
Americans 
participated 
with 
Germans in the Hay tian-American cor­ 
poration operating a sugar mill near Port- 
au-Prince, an electric light plant, a small 
narrow-gauge 
railway 
running 
thirty 
miles out of Port-au-Prince, and the Port- 
au-Prince wharf. 
American inv estments 
probably did not ex ceed $15,000,000. 
A third 
motiv e 
was 
strategic. 
“ A 
glance at the map,” say s the association, 
'"shows that the islands of Hay ti, Cuba, 
Porto Rico, and the Virgin Islands form 
a screen shielding the Panama canal from 
from the outside world. 
The policy of 
the United States has been to prev ent for­ 
eign powers from occupy ing upon these 
islands any position which would strate­ 
gically threaten 
the 
Panama 
canal.” 
Santo Domingo and Hay ti, on the same 
island, were seized and gov erned by the 
American nav y department during the 
world war. 
As far back as 18 9 1 the United States, 
through President Harrison, tried to in­ 
duce Hay ti to cede the Mole St. Nicholas 
to it. 
In 19 14 and 19 15, this mole was 
mentioned frequently in correspondence 
between the American state department 
and Hay ti. 
Then American nav al and 
military officers decided that Mole St. 
Nicholas was "absolutely worthless” as a 
nav al station, too small to accommodate 
modern war v essels and without a satis­ 
factory supply of drinking water in the 
v icinity . 
Just before the outbreak of the world 
war Germany told the United States that 
it would not giv e up its claims to partici­ 
pate in customs control of Hay ti ; this was 
in pursuance of the German position fol­ 
lowed in Morocco and Liberia, insisting 
that control should be joint. 
The Ameri­ 
can gov ernment feared that a French as 
well as a German 
attempt 
to 
occupy 
Hay ti would come. This fear was aggra­ 
v ated with the waging of the world war, 
as Germany was anx ious to establish a 
nav al base in the West Indes for its sub­ 
mersibles. 
It was then that Secretary Lansing de­ 
clared that the United States occupied 
Hay ti because of "a desire to forestall 
any attempt by a foreign power to ob­ 
tain a foothold on the territory of an 
American nation which, if a seizure of 
customs control by such a power had oc­ 
curred, or if a grant of a coaling station 
or nav al base had been obtained, would 
hav e most certainly been a menace to the 
peace of the western hemisphere and in 
flagrant 
defiance 
of 
the Monroe doc­ 
trine.” 
The United States continues its domi­ 
nation of the island republic and there is 
no sign that it intends to return control 
of Hay ti to the Hay tians. 
The strategic 
motiv e outweighs the'others; the United 
States needs to be careful of any threat 
to the security of the Panama canal. 
American economic interests are, as such 
things go, small. 
The humanitarian feat­ 
ure is important as a political policy to­ 
ward the Hay tians. 
Neither France nor 
any other European power need hope to 
gain any influential concessions in Hay ti. 
The gov ernment of the United States has 
the island 
republic 
under its control. 
Minor disorders do not weigh.

' A SKYWARD LEAP

Argentine acted as Santa Claus for 
the wheat trade today , with an official, 
crop estimate which instantly added

wheat surplus looked for, leaving only 
a probable total of 59,000,000 bushels 
and sending Liverpool quotations soar­ 
ing as much as 7% cents with bidders 
in Chicago frantic until big advances 
brought offerings.
